Smudge smoke brought its 


|second railway fatality within 


a month Wednesday morning. 
Blinded by the smoke, C. 
Durbin, 40 years-old, a Pacific 
Electric motorman, was killed 
when. an express train crashed 
into a caboose on the San Ber- 
nardino-Los Angeles line at 
Rialto at 5:15 a. m. Wednes- 
day. Durbin lived in Los An- 
geles. 

Two men were injured. They 
were Conductor B. F. Mann, of 
Los Angeles, slightly bruised; 
Express Messenger C. L. Wal- 
lace, of Los Angeles;~ bruised 
and suffering from shock. 

Train Going Slowly: 

Durbin’s train was traveling 
slowly—not more than 20 miles 
an hour, railway officials ‘said 
—when the crash occurred. 
The caboose, a box car and a 
‘ear of oil of a freight train, 
was on the main line, the train 
crew switching cars consigned 
to Riverside. 

Under orders to meet the 
ifreight train at Rialto, Durbin 
‘was peering into the smoke 


‘and .grayness of the coming 


dawn. The light from his head- 


‘light on the express train il- 


lumined the tracks but a few 


‘feet. In the vestibule with the

Wallace was hurled forward, 
striking the front end of the 
express compartment. 

-As Wallace crawled out, he 
found Durbin’s body, still in 
a sitting position, his hands 
elamped in death on the*ear’s 
controls. Durbin’s life was 
erushed out of him instantly, 
he being between the car and. 
the caboose as the crash oc- 
curred. 

Crews Not Blamed 

Conduetor J. W. Salisbury, 
of the freight train, helped in 
the removal of Durbin’s body 
and called Pacific Electric of- 
ficials to notify them of the 
tragedy. 

‘‘Our preliminary investiga- 
tion discloses,’’ said General 
Agent C. H. Jones, ‘‘that :the 
motorman’s vision ‘was. blind- 
ed by the smudge smoke. His 
car was traveling slowly and 
Durbin was :watching for ‘the 
freight train. He didnot see 
the train until when a few 
feet away. 

“‘Conductor Salisbury of ‘the 
freight train was obeying or- 
ders and was not at fault. An 
investigation of the wreck will 
be conducted by the State Rail- 
way Commission and officials 
of the Pacifie Electrie rail- 
way.”’ 

Second Wrecx sn Smoke 

The express train left Los 
Angeles at 2.a.m. It was due 
in San Bernardino at 5:30. For 
miles the train had been creep- 
ing along in the smoke, sound- 
ing warning whistles and bells 
frequently. 

Durbin, according to rail- 
way officials, was an experi- 
enced motorman, a_ careful 
railway worker. He had been 
on the express run but four 
days, formerly being assigned 
to .one of the passenger runs 
between San Bernardino and 
Los Angeles. He knew _ the 
Tine well, 

Express Messenger ‘Wallace 
~was-making his first run as a 
messenger, Conductor Mann 
formerly resided .in San Ber- 
nardino and has been in. the 
employ of the company for 
years, as has Condu Salis- 
bury of. the freight. train. 
There were no passengers: o1 
the express train, whieh han- 
‘dles express. exclusively. oper- 
ating daily between Los An- 
geles arid San Bernardino. 

A month ago one of the Pa- 
eifie Electric cars turned over 
at a turn in Redlands and 
Ralph Goldsmith, a passenger, 
fatally injure.

Vertically Exposed Fruit Suffers 

In a year like this, in many 
groves, your sufiburns and runty 
oranges ‘will show the most evi- 
dence—also an orange which 
grows horizontally from its stem, 
especially if it is a “top” orange 
with a bunch of leaves or other 
oranges underneath. Remember, 
cold settles vertically and it is 
the vertically exposed orange 
which gets the brunt of the cold. 
Should testing of oranges so lo- 
cated show no trace of frost, I 
have yet to see a tree where the 
oranges protected by foliage or 
by other oranges show any. You 
have tested your worst types. 

Should the outside fruit show 
general evidence, you can then 
diagnose your tree for salvage by 
similar tests, determining fairly 
closely what amount of tree pro 
tection is necessary to make it 4 
safe bet that these remaining 
fruits are undamaged. 

Trees in Low Spots Marked For 
Damage 

Trees located in low spots, sags 
or pockets on the contour of a 
grove are likewise the best pros- 
pects for “marked damage” evi- 
dence. A few feet change in level 
often shows a marked change for 
the better. This has been a typ 
ical lowland freeze, where the 
higher levels with air damage 
show very littie and often no dam- 
age. : 

It doesn’t lose any one money 
to cut freely all the exposed or- 
anges so long as they show . evi- 
dence. They should be culle‘ and 
your grove will be in better con- 
dition to be properly classed as 


to brands if you dropped those | 


oranges that are unquestionably 
worthless. You owe it to yourself 
to find out what brands your fruit 
will be shipped under. ® 

Present Damage Won't Affect 

Market 

With as much general damage 
as exists there is not much to 
worry about the market. The big 
thing is to know you have fruit 
which can be so handled as to get 
on the market and comply with 
the law of not over 15 per cent 
of the total number of oranges 
showing 20 per cent or more mark- 
ed evidence of damage. 

Recent estimates indicate a 
probable loss by elimination of 25 
to 80 per cent of the crop. The 





Valencia district, to the minds of 
some, show greater damage than 
the Navels. 

How fast oranges that we think 
test good on the tree now, will 
go to pieces is hard to say, yet 
at about this juncture, most peo 
ple tend to underestimate rather 
than overestimate the final dam- 
age resulting from the rapid de- 
velopment of the evidence under 
continued warm days later on. 

Fear Drying Process on Trees 

In this -connection a written 
comment I made on March 11, 
1922, seemed worthy of considera- 
tion when I ran across it today, 
reading: “Most of our houses 
have received and shipped their 
last. Navels for the season. The 
drying process on the trees ‘has 
been like an insiduous disease that 
has remorselessly advanced and 
destroyed vast quantities of 
oranges that three or four weeks 
ago growers were hoping would 
be marketed. Some of the finest 
groves that growers were holding 
for a late high market, because 
they felt they were absolutely 
free from frost, are frequently to- 
day the ones that are going thru 
the water separator. On the other 
hand, there is the rare exception 
of a wonderful lot of fruit that 
was left untouched and is in the 
best possible condition.

srASON TO PUT 
BARDEN N ORDER 


‘‘Mary, Mary, quite con- 
trary. How does your garden 
grow?”’ 

Had the answer been strict- 
ly truthful, it would have read 

Without fertilizer, the flow- 
ers will not grow. 

This is the season to put 
one’s garden in order, so to 
speak by giving the ground 
new vitality. In other words, 
to turn under the required 
amount of fertilizer. Com- 
mercial fertilizer is very good 
for some things, but for all 
around garden work barn yard 
is the best and safest. 

All hardy annuals may be 
planted and, summering flow- 
ering bulbs—gladioli especially 
—one may plant them from 
October to May, but as too of- 
ten happens the frost spoils 
them, if planted before Mid- 
January. Whén planted now 
they come into flower in May, 
well in advance of the most 
of summer blooms. 

The first known gladiolus 
was grown in Southern Eu- 
rope and called corn flag. The 
Romans later gave it its pres- 
ent name, gladiolus, owing to 
its resemblance to their short 
sword. 

There are several thousand 
varieties: of the modern glad- 
iolus but many of them have 
been proven useless for Sou- 
thern California owing to the 
hot dry winds. 

It is always best in buying 
bulbs to inquire of a_ local 
producer what varieties have 
proven best for this locality. 

All rose bushes should be 
pruned from now to the mid- 
dle of February and a public 
demonstration of rose prun- 
ing will shortly be announced 
to take place at the Public Li- 
bary, so that all who are in- 
terested may attend and have 
an opportunity to ask any 
questions they desire.

NOT PLAY AT THE 
ORANGE SHOW 


Following the decision of 
the National Orange Show ex- 
ecutive committee to engage 
the non-union Santa Monica 
Municipal Band, despite ob- 
jections by the Musicians’ Pro- 
tective Assoeiation, the San 
Bernardino Elks Band yester- 
day voted to cancel its en- 
gagement with the show, ac- 
cording to E. A. Sloan, man- 
ager. 

Members of the band, Mr. 
Sloan stated, will abide by the 
ruling of the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians which 
prohibits union bands from 
playing in entertainments in 
which a non-union band plays. 
Whether another band will be 
engaged as a substitute for 
the Elks band was not stated 
yesterday by the Orange Show 
committee. 

Union Question Not Considered 

The position of the show in 
the controversy between the 
city commissioners of Santa 
Monica and the Musicians’ 
Protective Association was an- 
nounced yesterday by R.°H. 
Mack, general manager. 

‘“‘Tt has always been the pol- 
icy of the executive commit- 
tee of the National Orange 
Show to engage as the main 
concert band of the exposition 
what the committee believes to 
be the best band available, and 
the question of affiliation with 
the American Federation of 
Musicians has not entered in- 
to the decision.”’ 

Regrets Stand 

With the band already ‘en- 
gaged for the Fifteenth Na- 
tional Orange Show, no change 
in the decision will be made, 
according to Mr. Mack. He 
expressed his regret yesterday 
that the difficulty should have 
arisen. 

Discussion of the contro- 
versy yesterday morning in a 
Los Angeles newspaper takes 
the form of an interview with 
Mayor Jack Steele of Santa 
Monica, in which it is declar- 
ed that the question between 
the union and the city of San- 
ta: Monica has been decided in 
favor of the taxpayer. The in- 
terview quotes Mayor Steele 
as saying that the Santa Mon- 
ica’ Municipal Band was _ bar- 
red from the Pasadena Tourna- 
ment of Roses parade ‘‘be- 
cause the management of the 
tournament had been given to 
understand that, if the non- 
union Santa Monica band play- 
ed, none of the other muniei- 
pal and private bands would 
furnish music.”’ 

Seek Best Musical Body 

The statement issued yester- 
day by B. L. Holmes, presi- 
dent of the show, and- Mr. 
Mack, reads as follows: 

‘“‘Phe attention of the exec- 
utive committee of the Na- 
tional Orange Show has been 
directed by news items ap- 
pearing in various newspapers, 
to a situation which is purport- 
ed to have arisen in regard to 
the Santa Monica Municipal 
Band having been selected as 
the main musical attraction at 
the coming Fifteenth National 
Orange .Show. It has been 
stated that due to the fact 
that the Santa Monica Muni- 
cipal Band is not affiliated 
with the American Federation 
of Musicians, other bands that 
are not so affiliated will not 
play at the Show. 

“Tt has always been the 
policy of the executive com- 
mittee of the National Orange 
Show to engage as the main 
concert band of the exposi- 
tion, what the committee be- 
lieves to be the best band 
available and the question of 
affiliation with the. American 
Federation of Musicians has 
not entered into the decision. 

Has Played Before 

“The executive committee 
has attempted at all times to 
furnish a musical program of 
the very highest quality and 
to give to the general public 
a class of entertainment in 
keeping with the position that 
the National Orange Show 
holds as ‘‘California’s Great- 
est Mid-Winter Event.’’ The 
Santa Monica Band has play- 
ed for the National Orange 
Show before and most favor 
able comment has been receiv- 
ed by the committee from all 
ovr exhibitors and visitors, 

‘“‘This year the Santa Mon- 
ica Band was engaged again 
and included in the band is 
a ballet of ten, and four con- 
cert singers. The program 
will be most elaborate, featur- 
ing many beautiful dances and 
also featuring many operatic 
concerts as well as music of 
popular character and we feel 
this year that the entertain. 


ment offered by this one fea 
ture of the musical program 
will surpass anything we have 
heretofore attempted. 

Keeps Hands Off 

“‘The relationship between 
the city of Santa Monica, 
which has permitted its band 
to appear at the National Or- 
ange Show, and the city of 
San Bernardino, has always 
been very cordial, and to al- 
low.the question of affiliation 
with the American Federation 
of Musicians to enter into the 
situation in any way at this 
time, and to cause the Nation- 
al Orange Show committee to 
discriminate against the city 
of Santa Monica and its band 
would be very unfortunate and 
will not be tolerated under any 
circumstances by the execu- 
tive committee. 

‘‘We feel that the National 
Orange Show is an institution 
that belongs to all the south- 
land and every community is 
equally interested in its suc- 
cess, and sectional lines and 
questions of personal difference 
in opinion cannot be allowed 
to prevail. In this position 
we feel that the executive com- 
mittee of the National Or- 
ange Show will receive the 
united support of all.’’

F TION. OF NUISANCES AND 
“REMOVAL OF GARBAGE AND 
WASTE MATTER, WITHIN THE 
“CITY OF UPLAND. 






















































The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Upland do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to allow. or permit any: 
garbage to accumulate, be or remain | 
upon any premises oecupied by such 
person unless the same shali be kept 
in a receptacle constructed of galvan- | 
jzed iron or other metal with a. close 
fitting cover, which receptacle shall 
be of sufficient size to hold all gar- 
Dbage that shall accumulate - at such | 
place between the - times when the! 
game shall be removed as herein pro- 
vided. 

Section 2. No person shall allow or 
permit any waste matter to accumulate 
er remain upon the premises occu-/| 

ied by such person unless the same 

kept in a receptacle or in compact 
piles and at such distance frém aly 
building or structure as the Chief of 
the Fire Department shall deem safe | 
and necessary for the prevention of | 
fires. 

Section 3.. Each person, firm or 
corporation engaged in business or re- 
siding in the City of Upland shall 

ay the following sum to the City of | 
Upland (or its agent), for the removal | 
of garbage or waste matter, to-wit: 

For the removal of garbage and 
rubbish from residences 50c per month, 
for the removal of garbage or rubbish 
from hotels, stores, hospitals, etc., 
which require daily service $1.00 per 
month. 10 per cent discount if paid 
by the 15th of ‘the following month. 
20 per cent discount if paid one year 
in advance.

Section 4. All garbage and waste 
matter that shall hereafter accumu- | 
late within the City of Upland shall 
be removed by the official garbage 
collector as herein provided, unless 
otherwise removed or disposed of by 
the owner thereof.

Waste mat- 
fer shall be removed at least once each 


week. 

Section 6. For the purpose of this 
ordinance the word “garbage” shall be 
held to include and mean kitchen and 
table refuse and offal, swill and every 
accumulation of animal, vegetable and 
other matter that attends the prepara- 
tion, consumption, decay or dealing in| 
or storage of meats, fish, fowl, birds, } 
fruit or vegetables (excepting that dead 
animals are not to be construed as be- 
ing included within said term). 

The term “waste matter” shall in- 
clude and he held to mean broken 
crockery, broken boitles, broken bricks. 
tin vessels, trimmings from lawn and 
flower gardens, ashes, paste board ; 
boxes, berry boxes, street sweepings, , 
wire and ail other combustible and non- | 
combustible waste matter; providing | 
that the term “waste matter” as herein 
used shali not include or extend to 
street sweepings, or combustible or 
non-combustible waste matter under | 
public control and removed by other 
agents of said city.
